Specification

system; and (4) all other information, or that portion which caused it to be listed. In 
addition, each IDS must include a list of all patents, publications, applications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office (see 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(1) and (b)), 
and MPEP § 609.04(a), subsection I. states, "the list ... must be submitted on a 
separate paper."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 5, 7, and 1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 5, it is unclear as to what is meant by "wherein the driving arms comprise 
metal, preferably soft-iron." Are the driving arms required to be soft-iron? 
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Claim 13 recites the limitation "the longitudinal central axis" in Lines 1-2. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 4, 12, 14, and 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Maurer et al., US 5,500,970. 

Maurer et al. disclose the claimed invention including two driving arms (8) 
wherein each driving arm is arranged so as to be rotatable about a rotation axis situated 
at one end of the driving arm (Figures 2 or 15A-15D) and at least one arm actuating 
member for bringing about reciprocating movements of the driving arms in opposite 
rotational directions (the arm actuating member may include 16, 30, 43, or 75). 
Regarding claim 2, there is a rotatably arranged cam having an even number of lobes 
(75, there are two lobes, Figures 15A-15D) and biasing means (1 1 or 69). Regarding 
claim 4, there is an electric motor (Column 9 Lines 19-39) having a drive shaft (73), 
wherein the cam is arranged at the drive shaft of the electric motor (Figure 1 1 ). 
Regarding claim 12, the device is a toothbrush (title) comprising at least one bristle 
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carrying shaft (8), at least one bristle arranged at an end of the bristle carrying shaft 
(10), and a driving means (means may include any component of the drive mentioned 
above), wherein the bristle carrying shaft is associated to a driving arm of the driving 
means (see Figures). Regarding claim 14, there are two bristle carrying shafts (each 8) 
and two bristles (each 10), wherein the bristles are arranged such that one bristle is a 
continuation of the other bristle (in that they continue on opposite sides of a tooth, 
Figures 15A-15D). Regarding claim 16, at least one bristle carrying shaft is supported 
by a slide bearing (at 82, 83; Column 7 Lines 15-32). 

5. Claims 1 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Witt, DE 73435 (English translation not available to the Examiner at this time). 

Witt discloses the claimed invention including two driving arms (c 2 ) wherein each 
driving arm is arranged so as to be rotatable about a rotation axis situated at one end of 
the driving arm (Figures 3-4) and at least one arm actuating member for bringing about 
reciprocating movements of the driving arms in opposite rotational directions (d 1 ). 
Regarding claim 12, the device is a toothbrush comprising at least one bristle carrying 
shaft (b), at least one bristle arranged at an end of the bristle carrying shaft (see 
Figures), and a driving means (means may include any component of the drive 
mentioned above), wherein the bristle carrying shaft is associated to a driving arm of the 
driving means (see Figures). Regarding claim 13, a longitudinal central axis of the 
bristle carrying shaft (axis through which b extends longitudinally) that coincides with the 
rotation axis about which the associated driving arm is rotatable (Figures 3-4). 
Regarding claim 14, there are two bristle carrying shafts (each b) and two bristles (see 
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Figures), wherein the bristles are arranged such that one bristle is a continuation of the 
other bristle (in that they continue, see Figures). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 3, 6, 8-11, 15, and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 5 and 7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
